The  be 
lief  is  common  that  work  is  lightened 
by  repeated  (lerfurmaiices.  .'‘  ever  was 
there  a  greider  mistake.  On  the  con 
trary,  they  render  more  nee* If ul  than 
ever  watchful  attention  and  study  to 
maintain  that  nice  balance  of  \nr1onn- 
ance  w  hich  gained  the  applause  of  the 
critical  at  the  outset ;  and  it  will  be 
found  necessary,  to  broaden  his  art 
outside  the  limits  of  that  never  ending 
part,  in  order  thgt  tlje  dual  jierfonn 
slice  does  not  find  him  so  moulded 
int«  all  its  lines  as  to  taint  all  further 
presentatii  >u.
